SERGEI RACHMANINOFF’S ARRANGEMENT OF 
FRITZ KREISLER’S LIEBESLEID 


Fritz Kreisler and Sergei Rachmaninoff were both very active in 
the late 19th and early 20th centuries as brilliant masters of the 
violin and piano, respectively. 

Kreisler would perform countless pieces of his own composi¬ 
tion, claiming they were arrangements of manuscripts composed 
by “the old masters.” (Twenty-five years after they were pub¬ 
lished, it was revealed he had written them himself.) 

Of those pieces, the three pieces that make up the Alt-Wiener 
Tanzweisen {Old Viennese Melodies)—Liebesfreud ( Love’s 
Joy), Liebesleid {Love’s Sorrow), and Schon Rosmarin {Lovely 
Rosemary)— are especially famous and beloved for reminding 
the listener of the golden age of 19th-century Vienna. 

Rachmaninoff, Kreisler’s contemporary, arranged the beautiful 
melancholy emotions of Love’s Sorrow into a piano solo. 

With its nimble, quick technique and deep harmonies covering a 
broad range of the keyboard, the great scale of the arrangement, 
which only could have been accomplished by Rachmaninoff, 
reflects the virtuosity of the late romantic period and adds a new 
charm to Kreisler’s work. In this masterpiece, we can feel the 
pain that exists even within the happiest of loves.

Prayer plaques , page 44 
The plaques shown here are 
called ema and are used to 
write wishes or prayers that 
are then offered to the god or 
gods of the shrine. Many of 
these prayers concern passing 
school exams, indicating that 
this festival is taking place at 
a shrine of Tenjin, the god of 
learning. 
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Uji kintoki, page 57 
Uji kintoki is a flavor of shaved ice 
that’s actually a combination of two 
flavors, kind of like the Japanese 
version of Neapolitan. The flavors 
used are matcha green tea and azuki 
red bean. 


Plebeian old hags, page 111 

The word this young musician 
uses for “plebeian” is miihaa, 
which refers to someone who is 
easily swayed by the latest fads. In 
other words, he thinks they only 
like Kaori’s music because it’s the 
current “cool” thing to do and not 
because they know anything about 
quality violin music. 



Tsundere, page 114 

A “tsundere” is someone 
who is usually prickly 
(tsuntsun in Japanese) but, 
under special conditions 
near that special someone, 
may show their tender 
(deredere) side. 

Michelangeli and 
PogOrelic, page 119 

Both of these people are 
famous pianists; apparently 
Kosei doesn’t know many 
violinists. Arturo Benedetti 
Michelangeli is considered 
one of the greatest pianists 
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of the 20th century and famously did not like giving concerts. He was 
also known for playing pieces as perfectly as humanly possible, like the 
real-life version of Kosei. Ivo Pogorelic was known for his eccentric and 
controversial interpretations of music; he made himself famous by losing 
the Chopin Piano Competition, causing one of the judges (another famous 
pianist, Martha Argerich) to resign from the jury in protest of what she 
thought was a mistake in judging. 



Prayer hands, page 124 

Hiroko is clapping her hands 
in a way very similar to the 
clapping done at Shinto 
shrines to honor the gods 
there and request favors from 
them. In other words, she’s 
treating this staff member 
with the same respect she 
would a god—or is at least 
making a show of such 
respect.

Not my scene, page 139 

What Kosei says here is a play on words: 
gara ja nai usually means “this is not my 
style,” but in this case the phrase has a 
double meaning—he’s at the gala {gara) 
concert, so it’s not his gala in addition to not 
being his style. It is the translators’ hope that, 
while their rendering of the line doesn’t have 
quite the same meaning as “not my style,” 
it still reflects Kosei’s feelings of insecurity, 
knowing the audience hasn’t come to listen 
to him.

To make someone feel better when they have a boo-boo, it’s common to put 
one’s hands over the injury and make a gesture to indicate tossing the pain 
away. This is a placebo much like “kissing it better.” 
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Shoya is a bully. When Shoko, a girl who can't hear, enters his ele¬ 
mentary school class, she becomes their favorite target, and Shoya 
and his friends goad each other into devising new tortures for her. 

But the children's cruelty goes too far. Shoko is forced to leave the 
school, and Shoya ends up shouldering all the blame. Six years lat¬ 
er, the two meet again. Can Shoya make up for his past mistakes, 
or is it too late?
